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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that the instant claim 37 is more 
than a mere combination of guaifenesin and PVP and includes other limitations on the amounts of PVP and guaifenesin and other 
limitations missing from the proposed combination of references. For instance, it is argued that the claim 37 requires 0.2% to 4% solubilizer, 
disintegrant and/ or both. It is argued that Dansereaeu teaches the combined amount of microcrystalline cellulose and crospovidone as 
13.6%, which exceed the claimed 4% limit. Applicants' arguments are not persausive because firstly, instant claims merely state solubilizer 
or disintegrant, without a specific compound that meets the claimed activity. Instant specification describes solubilizers to include sorbitol, 
lactose etc.,, and disintegrants such as crospovidone, which admiteddly are also taught by the prior art. Accordingly optimizing the amount 
of an individual excipient that are recognized for a speicifc activity (result effective variable) would have been within the scope of a skilled 
artisan with an expectation to achieve the desired solubility and tablet disintegration. In this regard, applicants have not shown any 
criticality of the claimed solubilizer and/or disintegrant. 
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
